Keep the University Intact. 


The Colusa Sun is wrong in assuming that the college of agricul- 


ture at Berkeley is in the same category with the professional depart- 
ments of the State University located in San Francisco. The medical 
and law colleges, and the Hopkins Art Institute were endowed by pri- 
vate beneficence and are affiliated only with the University. They^are 
under the direct control of separate boards of trustees, and maintain a 
quasi-independence. In all of them special fees are charged students. 
In the several departments of the University proper the tuition is free 
to all California students. 


The college of agriculture, on the other hand, is an integral part 


oHhe University proper. Its endowment by the National Government 
was the nucleus around which the University was built up. Its reve- 
nues constitute a part of the Kinds at the disposal of the Regents for 
the general maintenance of the institution. 


It will be readily understood by those conversant with the situa- 


tion that to separate the college from the University and locate it at 
a distance under distinct control would dislocate the entire scheme of 
education at Berkeley. The'revenue derived from the Government 
endowment would have to be segregated from the general fund of 
the University and devoted exclusively to the maintenance of the col- 
lege. There would have to be a separate faculty and a separate board 
of managers, and an increased expense for administration purposes. 


Moreover, the students at Berkeley would be deprived of tiie ad- 


vantages of the laboratory of agricultural chemistry and the instruc- 
tion in experimental botany and horticulture now afforded. The re- 
searches in the realm of entomology, the zoology of farm animals and 
the botany of food plants would have to be dispensed with at Berke- 
ley or duplicated at an extra expense. 


It is true that the college of agriculture has been unfairly treated 


in the past, but that is in a fair way to be corrected now. An intelh- 
gent movement is now on foot to rescue it from the neglect into which 
it has been allowed to fall and restore it to the position of dignity and 
importance it should properly occupy. We are glad to state that this 
movement appears to have the cordial approval and co-operation of 
President Wheeler. This movement will be defeated and the Umver- 


away from the University and transport it somewhere else. 


Should the college be separated and located elsewhere, it would 


be necessary to institute certain scholastic courses which are now sup- 
plied at Berkeley at no extra cost. This would necessitate increased 
expense for teachers, which would surely generate a feeling of jealousy 
and antagonism behveen the University and the college, which would 
be bad for both institutions and perplexing to the Legislature, which

Some Forms of Railway Exaction. 


\ccordino- to a Washington dispatch, the Interstate Commerce 


Commission has come to the conclusion that the private car lines are 
maintained to obtain rebates from the railroad companies. This pro- 
motes discrimination and high rates, and^ operates to destroy compe- 
tition. By monopolizing the traffic in certain perishable products, the 
private car lines are enabled to bring the competing roads to terms 
and at the same time the ma,rket for the products is brought under 
control for exploitation. 


The Commission has made another discovery equally pertinent. 


In looking into the question of the industrial railroads, the Commis- 
sion has satisfied itself that in many cases these short spurs, which 
really are little more than side tracks, have been built and maintained 
for the express purpose of evading the law against giving and receiv- 
.ing rebates and discriminating rates. 
The Commission 
heretofore 


has found in the harvester case that the allowance of $12 a car made 
by the Illinois Central for hauling it over the short roads was entire y 
excessive, and in the opinion of the Commission a( rate of $3 would 
have been liberal for the service performed. 


According to the testimony now in the hands of the commission, 


the practice has been for great industrial enterprises located anywhere 
from a few hundred feet to a few miles away from a trunk line to own 


^ 
and equip their own connections. These connecting stems are, 01 
course used exclusively by the industrial enterprises owning them 
in receiving and shipping freight; nevertheless they have been organ- 
ized as railroads, under the State laws, -,uth a small complement of 
officers and directors, all of whom are connected with the factories 
operating the little roads. 


This scheme enables the industrial enterprises to graft on the 


freight traffic of the railroads, by exacting enormous rates for a trifling 
haul that is solely for the convenience of the concerns owning and 
operating ot the local roads. The trunk lines are compelled to stajid the 
blame for the exactions practiced and to recoup themselves in other 
ways or have the business given to some other road. It is a system 
whereby the ostensible independence of short-line industrial roads is 
maintained that a,n exorbitant profit may be wrung from transporta- 


Now that the Hungarian Nationalists have carried the elections 


by a sweeping majority,-they are not so certain that they want to 
break up the Austrian Empire. The independence of Hungary would 
mean the speedy absorption of Upper and Lower Austria, Silesia, Bo- 
hemia and the Tyrolean provinces by Germany, while Russia would 
be given a free hand to grab the Slavic provinces and kingdoms along 
the lower Danube. 
Hungary would be in no position to resist the 


aggressions of her great neighbors, and would inevitably fall into the 
dependant position that a small land-locked country must always as- 
sume when surrounde'd by powerful nations eager to extend their ter- 
ritories and influence. 


Henceforth the average legislator will be apt to regard the man 


with a "package" to hand out as an enemy of the public peace. 


THE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Woodland Democrat expressed disapprobation of the effort 


to get $250,000 for the purpose of erecting an agricultural college build- 
ing at Berkeley, and the Oakland TRIBUNE sees in it a well-devel- 
oped scheme to separate the college of agriculture from the State Uni- 
versity, and proceeds to combat it. It must be admitted that so far 
the college of agriculture at Berkeley has been a failure. We think the 
Sun has been a good friend of the University from the time the bill 
was introduced in the Legislature for its creation, but it should not be 
permitted to keep back the technical knowledge of agriculture. An ag- 
ricultural school should be situated amid a, rich and thriving agricul- 
tural people; situated where it is no slur to be called a hayseed; sit- 
uated where agricultural life could be seen from the windows. It is 
worse than useless to put any more money in an agricultural outfit a 
Berkeley; it would be absolutely harmful, for it would keep back for 
years a genuine' agricultural college. 
The University has its law 


school; its medical school; its arf school; its dental college; all situ- 
ated away from Berkeley, and there is no particular reason why they 
should be, but there is a particular reason why the agricultural school 
should be so located.

To make matters worse, the Senate is convulsed by a sen- 
sational bribery investigation which distracts attention and makes it 
difficult for a working quorum to be obtained in the upper chamber. 
The Assembly has two impeachment cases to take up its time and dis- 
turb the ordinary course of legislation. In the meantime 
a, Senate 


committee is making a farcical inquiry into the conduct of affairs_at 
Berkeley. The outlook is therefore good for the session to close with 
the files'clogged with a mass of unfinished business. The result is like- 
ly to be the rushing through in the closing hours of the session of a 
mass of undigested, ill-considered legislation of doubtful expedience and 
more than doubtful constitutionality.
